Canton Tea House Cited for 
Health and Safety Violations

SANE FRANCISCO - The US 
Occupational_ Safety and Health 
(OSHA) Administration announced 
this week that it has cited the 
Canton Tea House for six alleged 
Safety and_ health .violations and 
Proposed penalties of $2,240. 

The citations were the result of a 
week long OSHA investigation after 
a propane gas_ explosion shattered 
the” popular Chinatown restaurant 
and_ injured 23 persons on Oct.14 
(E/ 信 10/15).The restaurant is Still 
closed for remodeling. 


According to Joe Kirkbride， 


regional information director for 


the US _ Department of Labor，four 
of the violations were defined as 
being "serious”-- where 3a "Substan- 
tial probability_ exists that death or 
serious ”physical harm could result 


SF Firefighter Settlement Allows

in federal court' is that the SF Fire 
Department be at least 40% minor- 
ity and 109%2 women， The agreement 
Was Signed on the eve of a federal 
trial and tentatively approved by 
federal Judge Marilyn Hall Patel. 

The fire department is to hire 
S00 firefighters _ during the seven- 
year lifetime of the decree，Fifty- 
five Percent of the hires in each 
incoming class Over the lifetime of 
the decree must be from minority 
groups and 10% of the hires must 
be women. Half of the women must 
be minorities.

The "other than Serious” violations 

Were Telated to _ failure to _ train 
employees in the use of portable 
fire extinguishers and for not 
Properly designating with signs exits 
in the basement. 
The Canton Teahouse has been 
given until mid December to install 
3a Second exit on the third floor 
while other corrections，such as the 
PrIoper use and storage of the pro- 
pane and training of the employees 
are expected to be initiated immedi- 
ately, 

According .to Kirkbride，should 
the Owner of the teahouse disagree 
with the citations，he has _ until . 
mid December to notify OSHA. The 
appeal would then be heard by the 
Occupational Saftety and Health 
Review Commission and a ruling 
would be made. 

Should the employer agree to the 
violations but fail to correct the 
problems，OSHA has the authority 
to assign Penalties of up to $10,000. 

But in most instances of this 
kind， said Kirkbride，employers 
"usually comply with OSHA'S 
requirements.” 
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Hate Crimes Act Would Monitor Violence Against Asian Americaanags 


WASHINGTON，DC - Congressio- 
nal leaders are working to expedite 
the passage of a_ bill to monitor the 
incidence af violent crimes com- 
mitted against Asian Americans. 

The Hate Crimes Statistics Act of 
1987 (H.R. 3193) would require the 
US Attorney General to collect and 
publish _ statistics on crimes moti- 
vated by prejudice against Tace， 
religion， Sexual “ orientation OFT 
ethnicity. 

At a congressional hearing Nov. 
10 in Washington，Asian American 
community Tepresentatives，including 
Rep. Robert Matsui (D-Sacramento) 
and Rep. Norm Mineta (D-San Jose)， 
testified to the rising violence 
against Asian Americans iD recent 
years. 

The hearing was conducted by 

the Judiciary Subcommitte on Civil 
and Constitutional Rights，chaired 
by Rep. Don Edwards (D-Calif .). 
- Mineta called attention to 
"Widespread and often unrecognized 
incidents of eviolence" against 
Asian Americans，He cited incidents 
of 了 orean businesses being bombed 
in Washington， Vietnamese boats 
being torched in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico，and "Hmong- refugees (being) 
Victims of beatings and vandalism." 


Mineta stated that anti-Asian 
Violence is "deeply imbedded in our 
nation's history.” He said_ that 
Viojence ip recent years has resulted 


他 om increased competition from 
Asian nations，Iising Asian immigra- 
tion to the US and jealousy. over 
high achievements by Asian Ameri- 
cans in Schools， businesses， and 
professions. 

He also denounced government 
officials who confuse the policies 
of Asian governments with Asians 
living in America. 


DOCUMENTATION 


Matsui stated the need for nation- 
wide documentation of such crimes， 
"There are at present no coOmprehen- 
SivVe statistics Kkept on the 
national incidence of hate crimes， 
he said "We Simply must know 
more about hate crimes and their 
frequency 让 we are to deal with 
this problem effectively." 

He offtered figures to Show the 
rise in violence against Asian 
Americans. In a report conducted 
by the LA County Human Relations 
Commission，hate crimes committed 
against Asian Americans in the 
county had increased from 10% in 
19835 to 24% in 1980. 

In New York，where "ASsians con- 
stitute 3% of the population” they 
were victim to nearly one third of 
all Tacially motivated attacks， 
according to Matsui. 

Matsui also called for greater 
COOperation between police depart- 
ments and Asian communities，Sup- 


Port Services for hate crimes vic- 
tims， and stiffer penalties for 
attackers. 


While Asian community leaders 
expressed Support for the hearings， 
most agree that more hearings will 
be needed to insure passage of the 
bill， Steering Committee Member of 
the Break the Silence Coalition， 
Michael Wong stated that "follow-up 
hearings are needed to represent 
more organizations and individuals 
concerned with the issue.

It now appears that Lt， Governor S.B. Woo of Delaware is prepared to 
enter the June Primary next year to _ become the Democratic challenger in 
a Trace for the US Senate against incumbent Republican Senator Roth. 

Several important recent political develpments have made his candidacy 
all but certain. His popularity in the state of Delaware has been on the 
Tise，His major challenger for the Democratic nomination，Representative 
TIom Carper，has decided to run for re-election instead. The popularity of 
incumbent Rothb，best known for his Support of Reaganomics，has declined 
in the wake of the big crash on Wall Street. 

Even more important is March Fong Eu's abrupt decision to drop out of 
her unreajlistic quest for the US Senate in _ California Her withdrawal 
leaves the field wide open for 3S.B，Woo to raise money from Chinese 
Americans throughout the US without other competition. This is crucial to 
Woo because he is going to need at least 9$1.3 million for the primary.

Another Regional Chinese-Langauge Daily Closed 


Continuing the Shakeout trend we discussed a year ago in this column， 
the Pei Mei Daiy，a regional Chinese-language daily in the New York 
area，ended nine years of publication November S$_ because of financial

Unfortunately， it went the way of other dailies in the New York area， 
notably，Sino Daipy Express and the New York Daiy. Both folded about a 
year ago for the Same reason. 

However，we are Pleased to _ learn that a new Chinese-language weekly， 
dyiarz 411erzca1l T272es，has Surfaced in New York to serve Chinese Amer- 
ican Teaders， So far two issues have been published. The approach is 
analytical and the emphasis is on community isstes，We welcome this_ new 
publication and wish it well.

Last month an Oakland school 
administrator was charged with 
Imolesting a 1S-year-old Stuident and 
the public support for the man was 
Overwhelming. Im writing about 
this _ issue because the girl who 
made the charges against him hap- 
pened to be an Asian American 
with immigrant parents. 

Now why，I asked myself would 
a daughter of immigrants report 
Such a crime in the first place? In 
the Asian culture， to admit that one 
was Sexually molested identifies the 
victim as damaged. No matter how 
innocent the woman or girl may be， 
for a girl over the age of 13 to be 
raped or molested brings with it the 
stigma of Somehow being respon- 
Sible. 

It must have been 3a huge step 
for her to report the alleged crime. 
In fact it took a week before 
School authorities took it to the 
Oakland police， And the police 
investigated the case thoroughly 
before sending it to _ the district 
attorney'Ss office,， 

The incredible Support for the 
accused man，with Parents and 
teachers lining UP to extol his woOrk 
as an administrator was understand- 
able given his reputation and the 
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dearth- of such high caliber Princi- 
pals in the district. But the SupPport- 
ers，both directliy and indirectly， 
were therefore Saying that the girl 
had to be lying. 


GOSSIP AND INNUENDOS 


Even more vicious was the gossip - 


that Spread throughout the _ district 
about the girls morals，her family， 
etc.，etc. Here was 3a child，some- 
one for whom the school system 
was created -- being maligned and 
talked about as though she was 
guilty of a heinous crime. Since 
whben do we blame the victim2? 

At worst She is 3a lonely teenager 
with few adult role models who 
had a crush on a trusted male adult 
and misunderstood an action. She is 
a child who needs help and Support， 
not Someone about whom to spread 
lies and rumors. 

Js she getting counseling from the 
trained School staff? “Was she ever 
referred to the school counselors 
when it became .apparent that she 
needed Someone to talk to? 

Concerned about the welfare of 
the girl，I asked people I knew who 
worked for the School district 
WwWhether Or not she was getting 
help.， The answers troubled me. 
The' :ged from accolades for the 
accuscd man，to comments abont 
her "asking for it”to "frankly 工 
really dont care to know who she 
1$.、 These from people who claim to 
devote their lives to teaching and 
helping children. 

I asked Marcia Blackstock of Bay 
Area Women Against Rape abonut 
this frightening Phenomenon and 
she Said it was a "real common 
OCcurance that accusers” are labeled 
the one causing the Problem and

MOLESTERS TRUSTED 
The administrators main defense 


_has been the girl lied，Blackstock， 


who leads discussions on child 
asSault PTevention in the Schools， 
stated that "we`- firmly believe that 
children very rarely lie abonut 
Sexual assault. If a lie is involved， 
more often -than not， its in the 
Opposite direction，where the child 
will deny that the molest took Place 
to protect the abuser.”Ihe most 
frightening thing she told me was 
that "between 73-90%0 of child 
molesters are -known and trusted by 
the child." 

When pressed abonut the possibility 
of a child lying， she Said that when 
they do lie， "they very seldom 
pinpoint a person they know.”She 
added wIyly that "Sexual assault is 
the only crime in which the victim 
is immediately suspected of lying." 

You the reader may have noticed 
that 工 haven't identified the 
accused man， although he was 
named in all the news accounts. I 
have omitted it for a reason. With- 
out a name，readers have no one to 
identify with，and therefore they 
may get a different perspective on 
the Situation.

SAN ERANCISCO - In 19%47 a 
young New _ York attorney，Sidney 
Shapiro， wanting to learn about 
Chinese language and culture， 
Stepped of a freighter in Shanghai 
with $200 in his pocket， 

Who would have thought that 40 
years jater he would be a member 
of the Chinese Peoples Political 
Consultive Congress (CPPCC)，the 
People's Republic of China's (PRC) 
highest national advisory committee2 

Shapiro，currently traveling across 
the US to talk about his experi- 
ences in ， the ”PRC，Sspoke to 
East/YVest during his visit to San 
Francisco， 

Members of the CPPCC represent 
professions including business，arts， 
medicine and music. Sessions of the 
CPPCA run concurrently “with 
China's legislative body. 

The CCPPSS may agree with or 
can criticize ,government legislation 
and make counter PrIoposals，Their 
reports go directly to government 
leaders，Their opinions are Piinted 
in capsule form in the PeopleyY 
Daipy，the PRC'S national newspa- 
per. On alternate days，opinions by 
members of the government body 
are printed. 


"GREAT INFLUENCE" 


"We have no real power，but we 
have great influence on the govern- 
ment and the people. I know the 
government leaders pay _ attention to 
what we say，which is often quite 
outspoken. It is quite a remarkable 
form of democracy'”stated Shapiro. 

"We serve five-year terms，and 
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then top people in different profes- 

Sions may either reappoint US OF 

elect SOmeone else. 工 Tepresent the 
publishing field. 

We also have the opportunity to 
go to different areas of China and 
make reports on conditions as well 
as Tepresent each of our professions， 
meeds to the government"” said 
Shapiro. :

INIEREST IN CHINA 


His appointment came many years 
after Shapiro developed an interest 
in China. During World War II 
the US Army sent him to Cornell 
University to _ study the Chinese 
language，in case that _ skill would 
be needed by the Army. 

"We (in the Chinese  _ programy) 
Were never sent to _ China，but after 
TI was discharged，I continued to 
study Chinese language and cul- 
ture， Said Shapiro.- 

He then decided to take a month- 
long freighter trip to Shanghai 
because "T wanted to be proficient 
in Chinese and learn more abont 
the _ culture. 

"When Iarrived，in order to 
SUrVive， 工 went to work with an 
American law firm，even though I 
wanted to get away from the -pro- 
fessiomn,”Shapiro recalled. 

This lasted a year，but was inter- 
rupted by the Kuomintang govern- 
ment's process of disintegration.
